A LEADING Thanet councillor has 
been jailed for four months and 
disqualified from driving for five 
years after admitting two counts of 
drink-driving. 

Ewen Cameron, who represents Bradstowe 
ward in Broadstairs, was sentenced at Margate 
court on Monday. 

Cameron, 52, of Canterbury Road, Westgate- 
on-Sea, had admitted the two charges at the 
same court on Thursday, October 7. 

The first incident occurred on Friday, August 
20, in the car park of Tesco Extra in Margate 
Road, Broadstairs. 

Security staff had alerted police after

breathalyser test showed 140mg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath, four times the legal limit of 
35mg in 100ml of breath. For this offence, 
Cameron was sentenced to 80 days in prison 
and banned from driving for three years. 

He had also admitted a second offence, 
committed on Wednesday, October 6, while on 
bail for the first. 

Cameron was arrested after staff at the BP 
petrol station in Canterbury Road, Garlinge, 
reported to police that he appeared unsteady 
when buying fuel and wine just after 9.30am. 

The black Renault convertible he was driving 
was stopped in Westgate and Cameron tested

Village roadworks 
leave pub landlord 
angry over safety

ROADWORKS outside a 
pub in Minster have left 
the street incomplete and 
blighted with bumps, rid¬ 
ges and misleading mark¬ 
ings, says the landlord. 

The high street in Minster was 
resurfaced between Friday, October 
8, and Monday, October 11. How¬ 
ever, an alleged string of mistakes 
has left residents unhappy. 

Due to a mistake in the diversion 
route, one lane had to be kept open 
at the foot of the high street, leaving 
potholes exposed and an inch-high 
lip of tarmac for cars to catch as 
they enter the street. 

Outside The Bell Inn the edges of 
the road were left rough and jagged, 
with drains sunk in the road. 

Gavin Wallis, owner of The Bell, 
said: “They used a pneumatic drill 
at 11pm and continued working 
past their midnight curfew until 
lam or 2am, which they claimed 
was permitted as long as they 
weren’t using large machinery. 

“When they finished the work a 
day overdue, they hadn’t flattened 
the edges of the tarmac outside the 
building. As there is no pavement 


my customers go straight out on to 
the road and it’s not safe, particu¬ 
larly for some of my older visitors. 

“I’ve spoken to a 
friend who does 
work for the high¬ 
ways services and 
he agreed that it 
was a botched 
job.” 

Having com¬ 
plained to the 
council, Mr Wallis 
was visited by a 
consultant who 
explained that the work had been 
missed by the steam-roller and that 
the edge would go away in time. 

However, workmen returned to 
the site the next week and ran a 
strip of tar round the edges, smooth¬ 
ing the ridge but leaving it raised. 

To add insult to injury, the new 
road markings now forbid traffic to 
make a right turn off High Street 
into Church Street. 

A spokesman for Kent Highway 
Services said: “The work was car¬ 
ried out by an outside contractor. 

“The work has since been inspect¬ 
ed and found to be acceptable, 
except for an area next to The Bell 
Inn. This was not done next to the 
property because of concerns about 
vibration and damage. We are also 
checking the junction markings.” 


Airport night-flights 
consultation delayed 

MANSTON airport’s night-time fly¬ 
ing consultation has been delayed as 
airport-operator Infratil has been 
forced to check its facts. 

New noise assessments produced 
independently by the council have led 
to it asking the airport to review its 
application and the public consult¬ 
ation has been halted until Infratil 
reviews its proposal. 

Thanet council received an applica¬ 
tion from Infratil in late September 
to extend flying hours at Manston 
and grant permission for a number of 
night flights for heavy freight planes. 

However, a draft report investigat¬ 
ing the potential noise impact of 
night-flying prompted councillors to 
reject Infratil’s plans on Monday. 

Insufficient 

Bob Bayford, council leader, said: 
“After careful consideration over the 
last couple of weeks, the proposals 
that have been submitted have insuf¬ 
ficient detail in some areas to be 
acceptable to the council. 

“I believe that, before residents 
have their say, they need to know 
more detail and have a full under¬ 
standing of exactly how many air¬ 
craft movements are being discussed. 

“That information is difficult to 
gauge from the proposals that have 
been put to us and this needs further 
work. 

“I also believe the proposed upper 
level of activity is too high and needs 
to be reconsidered. I’m not prepared 
to start a public consultation until 
these issues have been resolved. I’m 
pleased to say that the airport has 
agreed to review these issues. 

“The council remains supportive of 
the airport and maximising the 
employment opportunities it can 
create and sustain, but this cannot be 
at any price for local residents.” 

Application 

Meanwhile, Thanet’s Labour group 
voted unanimously to reject the cur¬ 
rent application at a meeting on 
Thursday evening, October 28. 

Richard Nicholson, shadow cabinet 
member for regeneration and eco¬ 
nomic development, said: “Many 
issues of concern were raised, but in 
essence it was felt the alluded-to 
benefits in terms of jobs were merely 
an aspiration rather than concrete. 

“And it is clear in our minds these 
do not in any way compensate for the 
environmental and quality-of-life 
issues for the thousands who would 
be adversely affected.” 

The Labour group is calling for a 
review of the existing Section 106 
environmental agreement with the 
airport.

Budget cuts are latest 
Mow to gallery plans

THE Arts Council has cut next 
year’s funding for the new Turner 
Contemporary gallery by £34,328. 

The organisation had committed £500,000 a 
year to the costs of the Margate gallery, due to 
open in the spring but, after reducing this by 
£2,500 in May, it announced further cuts last 
week, bringing the total down to £463,172. 

Thanet councillor and Labour group leader 
Clive Hart said: “My heart sank when I saw 
that funding to run the Turner Contemporary 
gallery is to be cut by £34,000. 

“The gallery was a brilliant local idea that 
has been plagued by the Conservative KCC 
administration’s mismanagement and poor 
decision-making over the past decade. 

“For the four years I was the county member 
for Margate and Cliftonville, I consistently 
argued for the Rendezvous area to remain a car 
park for the people of Margate and visitors. 

‘"Yet again, the Tories at Maidstone insisted 
that a hotel must be built on the site. 

“Now those plans too are in tatters, and guess 
what? We might even get a temporary car park! 

“More importantly for the Conservatives at 
KCC is the fact that, according to their own 
plans, the hotel and associated development of 
the Rendezvous site was to provide an income 
of several hundred thousand pounds each year 
towards the running of the gallery. 

“What will happen now, with no hotel or 
development built to provide the large income 
to support the gallery and a further cut of 
£34,000 made before the gallery has opened?” 


The Arts Council cut next year’s budget by 
6.9 per cent and hopes to save a total 29.6 per 
cent over the next four years, meaning further 
cuts to the Turner grant are a possibility. 

However, the county council and Turner 
Contemporary were keen to calm any fears. 

A Turner Contemporary spokesman said: 
“The total cost for the design, build and fitting 
out of the gallery is £17.4m, the majority of 
which is being met through a partnership of 
public funding from KCC (£6.4m), Arts Council 
England (£4.1m) and the South East England 
Development Agency (£4m). 

“Turner Contemporary Art Trust has been 
established to raise £2.9m from the private 
sector. This funding has already been commit¬ 
ted and work on the gallery is scheduled for 
completion later in 2010. The comprehensive 
spending review will have no impact on the 


completion of the project. Once the Turner 
Contemporary gallery is open, running costs 
will be approximately £2.2m per year. 

“Eighty-five per cent of this will funded by 
KCC and Arts Council England, with 15 per 
cent generated through commercial opportuni¬ 
ties presented by the gallery. 

“We are in close contact with both KCC and 
ACE over the potential impact of the compre¬ 
hensive spending review on our running costs. 
We will know more when these organisations 
publish their own plans.” 

Mike Hill, KCC member for community 
services, said: “KCC is planning to seek revenue 
income from the Rendezvous site, but the rev¬ 
enue contribution to Turner Contemporary is 
not dependent on this income. 

“We are continuing to develop all the options 
for the site, including a hotel.” 


Heroin-smuggler 
jailed for 13 years 

A POLISH drug-smuggler arrested in 
Ramsgate has been jailed for 13 years 
after being caught with heroin. 

Farid Abdelmoula, 35, was arrested in 
January at the inward tourist controls at 
Ramsgate ferry terminal after Border 
Agency officers searched the car in which 
he was a passenger and found about 
14kg of heroin inside a spare wheel. 

The illegal drug had an estimated 
street value of between £1.3 million and 
£1.6 million. 

Charges against Mohammed el 
Marbruk, the other Polish national 
arrested at the same time, were dropped. 

Abdelmoula initially denied knowing 
anything about the drugs, claiming he 
was simply entering the UK to see his 
cousin in Bangor, Northern Ireland. 

However, he later pleaded guilty at 
Canterbury Crown Court in March and 
was subsequently sentenced on Wednes¬ 
day, October 27.

positive for 159mg of alcohol in 100ml 
of breath, more than four-and-a-half 
times the legal limit. For this offence 
he was imprisoned for 120 days and 
banned from driving for five years. 

A third drink-driving arrest was 
thrown out at the October hearing, when 
the prosecution gave no evidence. 

Cameron will serve both sentences 
concurrently. 

Explaining why Cameron was to 
be jailed, magistrates chairman Ian 
White said: “Firstly, due to the 
extremely high readings. Secondly, 
the off-the-scale levels recorded for the 
second offence were committed while 
on bail for the first offence. Thirdly, 
the incident in August took place in a 
busy car park during rush hour, pos¬ 
ing a huge danger to the public.” 

Cameron’s wife had requested the 
trial be delayed, saying her husband 
was not in a fit state to attend court, 
prompting the magistrates to issue a 
warrant for his arrest. 

However, this was withdrawn 
when Cameron was collected and the 
court was satisfied he could under¬ 
stand the case. 

When he arrived, Cameron said he 
did not feel intoxicated, having 
drunk one-and-a-half glasses of wine, 
but had had his last drink at 11am, 
three hours before the trial start. 

Defending Cameron, Paul Gold¬ 
spring said: “Mr Cameron is quite 
clearly under the influence. As an 
alcoholic, you never feel as drunk as 
you are, but I have no doubt he follows 


the proceedings. He is somebody so 
entrenched in alcoholism he tells you 
today he’s had one-and-a-half glasses 
of wine, which is clearly untrue. 

“Studies have shown alcoholics can 
be almost entirely intoxicated even if 
they don’t feel the effects.” 

Mr Goldspring portrayed Cameron 
as a victim of the credit crunch, describ¬ 
ing how his redundancy from Barnes 
Marsland solicitors, where he had 
controlled “millions of pounds of invest¬ 
ments”, and the pressure his marriage 
was under, forced him into depression, 
where he “took to the bottle as a crutch”. 

Barred 

When he has served his sentence, 
Cameron will be barred from work¬ 
ing in the financial sector. 

Cameron was elected as Conserv¬ 
ative representative for Bradstowe in 
May 2007 and subsequently made 
‘lead member’ for community servic¬ 
es but resigned the party whip 
following the first two charges. 

Former Tory colleagues Sandy 
Ezekiel, the ex-leader of the council, 
and Roger Latchford, the ex-deputy 
leader, attended the trial and provid¬ 
ed character witnesses. 

Speaking after the case, Cllr 
Ezekiel said: “There is nothing to say 
- he’s got a just sentence.” 

After his arrest for the first offence, 
Cameron had sent the following 
email to associates: 

“You will probably be aware that 
last Friday, August 29th [sic], I was 
arrested in the car park of a major 


Thanet supermarket and subse¬ 
quently charged with driving a motor 
vehicle with an alcohol/blood level in 
excess of the legal limit. 

“I was initially horrified by this, as 
the amount of alcohol I had drunk in 
the day was negligible. 

“A physician friend subsequently 
advised me, however, that the rate of 
depletion of alcohol from the blood¬ 
stream is consistently overestimated. 

“The copious amounts of wine con¬ 
sumed at the previous night’s dinner 
could still have been around 65 per 
cent present.” 

“I can do no better than to para¬ 
phrase Kent resident comedian, Vic 
Reeves, who incurred the same 
offence a couple of years ago; 

‘“I have been foolish’. 

“As regards my position on the 
Council, I do not presently have any 
plans to stand down. 

“I cannot see what purpose this 
would serve, and I have advised the 
Leader and the Whip of this. 
Naturally, I will obey any instruc¬ 
tions they issue to me. 

“I did not intend to offer myself for 
re-selection in next years district 
council elections in any instance, as it 
is likely I will be both working and 
living outside of Thanet. 

“I am grateful for the many expres¬ 
sions of support I have received.” 

Asked by Yourthanet about Camer¬ 
on’s future as a councillor following 
his jail sentence, a Thanet council 
spokeswoman was unable to clarify 
the situation.

To mark the launch of the new gear, a 
reconstruction of a flood-rescue was held at 
Action Watersports near Lydd on Thursday 
last week - and KOS Media reporter Nick 
Ames put himself forward as the aquatic 
guinea pig to be saved. 

KFRS says it is preparing for every 
eventuality and that by working with the 
Environment Agency and investing in training 
and new equipment it will be able to make 
water-rescues and provide help during times 
of flooding. 

Tim Norton, of the Environment Agency, 
said: “One in four properties in the South East 
is at risk of flooding and we are working hard 
together to make sure people are prepared. 
Our message today is: We are prepared. Are 
you?” 

Sean Bone-Knell, KFRS assistant director of 
operations, said: “The major flooding that Kent 
has experienced during the last decade and 
most recently in other parts of the UK has 
highlighted the considerable demands on our 
resources. 

“With areas like Romney Marsh in the top 
10 regions in the UK at significant risk of 
flooding, and other parts of the county having 
a history of coastal and island flooding, we

decided there was a need to upgrade our exist¬ 
ing water-safety procedures and resources.” 

During the past 18 months, KFRS has 
equipped and trained more than 600 staff in 
water safety. 

Crew members manning the four new water- 
-safety units have a bag of emergency kit, 
including drysuit, helmet, buoyancy devices, a 


knife, a long line for pulling people to safety, 
torches and binoculars. 

The units are based at Larkfield, Whitstable, 
Folkestone and Tonbridge fire stations, along¬ 
side the tidal-water-rescue unit at Sheppey 
fire station. 

Fire officer Bone-Knell said: “The work is 
very physical but also involves a lot of techni¬ 
cal knowledge on subjects as diverse as 
hydrology, so fire-fighters can read the water 
conditions to judge whether there are hidden 
dangers, or physics, to understand the impact 
of moving water on vehicles and structures. 

“Our water-rescue teams have undergone 
very extensive training to ensure they can 
operate safely and save lives in the most 
extreme conditions.”

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Media boss Ireks 
ancient Peru to 
help the children

NEWSPAPER boss Paul Stannard 
took time out from making board- 
room decisions to see what life is 
like in one of the most remote and 
historic places on Earth. 

As part of a drive to raise funds for Dave 
Lee’s Happy Holidays and children’s hospice 
Demelza House, he trekked through rain¬ 
forests, along mountain trails and across wide 
rivers and lakes before ending up in Peru’s 
fabled lost city of the Incas - Machu Picchu. 

On the way, he encountered piranhas and 
tarantulas, battled altitude sickness and 
witnessed the ravages of a jungle storm. 

“Children’s charities in Kent are something 
KOS Media [publisher of this newspaper] has 
been involved with for six years and I felt it 
was time I did something myself,” said Mr 
Stannard, part of a group of 14 trekkers. 

The trip followed the ancient trail of the 
Incas and at one point the group found itself 
on a rickety structure erected 200ft up, looking 
down on the canopy of the rainforest. 


The group was shown an insect that can 
stun a tarantula before laying an egg on the 
deadly spider, and at night listened in tents to 
the sounds of jungle creatures. 

One of the main dangers of trekking in 
the Peruvian rainforest at altitude is fierce 
thunderstorms. 

“The weather can change so quickly,” said Mr 
Stannard, who described his journey as “very 
emotional” and the final descent into the ruins 
of the former Native American civilisation as 
“overwhelming”. 

“When you climb the Sun Gate and look 
down on the city everybody gets emotional.” 

Mr Stannard said his trek gave him some 
new perspectives. 

“It made me think about the people I was 
doing it for, about my family and life in gener¬ 
al,” he said. 

“The local people are a hardy lot - maybe 
they haven’t as much as others in some ways, 
but they are always cheerful. 

“The first couple of days were fine but later 
on I started thinking What on Earth am I 
doing?’. But now I’m back, I think it was a 
fantastic experience.”

It 
was a delight for us to be able to offer a special 
space as a nurture room where the excellent 
work in this area can continue to thrive. 


“Rose played a very important role with our 
children for many years and it is entirely fit¬ 
ting that this room is named in her honour.” 

Ms Crawley said: “I am delighted that the 
school has provided this space and I am hon¬ 
oured it has been named after me.

Ian MacMillan considers the role of religion in education and conflict across the world 



THE rescue of the Chilean miners was a 
splendid story of a heroic will to survive 
on one hand and a brilliant use of know¬ 
ledge and technology by the rescuers. 

Chile is, however, a deeply religious country and 
various churches seem to be claiming credit for the 
rescue, and indeed the miners themselves are mistak¬ 
enly giving thanks to God, rather than to those actu¬ 
ally responsible for their survival. 

By this logic, one must presume that all the inno¬ 
cents who died in the recent Chilean earthquake 
must have been atheists, or perhaps believers who 
forgot to pray enough. 

There was a heart-rending programme on the tele¬ 
vision about Manila a few days ago, where destitute 
families lived on the streets in the utmost squalor, 
with parents at their wits’ end as to how to look after 
10 or more children. 

The Philippines is a ‘pious’ Roman Catholic country 
and birth control is frowned upon. 

Meanwhile, Shias and Sunnis continue to slaughter 
each other in the Middle East, the likes of Hezbollah 
and Hamas consider it their religious duty to wipe 
Israel off the face of the earth, and fundamentalist 
Jews illegally build settlements on Palestinian lands 
on the grounds that God gave them this territory. 

I could go on to mention Catholics and Protestants 
in Northern Ireland, but enough is enough. 

Religious belief a power for good, as the Pope insist¬ 


ed on his visit? Do me a favour. 

I confess that I find religious belief incomprehensi¬ 
ble and accept that many individuals, and indeed 
groups, are inspired by their faith to do good deeds, 
but very many more bad deeds are done as a result of 
faith - 9/11 and 7/7, to name just two. 

After achieving my career objective of early retire¬ 
ment from banking, I worked in primary education at 
a Church of England school and one of my duties was 
to photocopy teachers’ job applications. How amusing 
it was to read how they all went to church every 
Sunday. 

As if. Children of atheists can attend primary 
schools without parents committing perjury (it’s 
different at secondary level), but teachers do not enjoy 
similar latitude. 

The stranglehold that the Church and - alas, 
increasingly - the Mosque, have on education is a 
scandal, as is the connection of religious belief with 
morality as asserted by the Pope. George Bush and 
Tony Blair, for instance, are notoriously religious. 

Stranglehold is an apt word, as most C of E govern¬ 
ing bodies have the local cleric as chair of governors. 

I shudder to think how the governing body of a 
Madrassa or Islamic school is made up. 

It’s not all doom and gloom, however. Nick Clegg is 
an atheist, as is Ed Miliband, and I suspect that 
Prime Minister David Cameron is a nominal 
Christian only to get the votes of the pious. 

Let’s hope they do something. Education should be 
about reason, not superstition.

LEGENDARY Queen guitarist 
Brian May will share his lifelong 
passion with Kent’s literary crowd 
by taking them on a visual journey 
into the past. 

In what will be a far cry from his rock-star 
lifestyle, the world-renowned musician will 
present his book, A Village Lost And Found, at 
the Folkestone Book Festival on Wednesday, 
November 10. 

Co-written by Elena Vidal, the publication is 
a collection of original 1850s stereoscopic 
photographs - 2D pictures brought together to 
create the illusion of depth. 

May, regarded by some as one of the greatest 
guitarists of all time, told KOS Media how his 
fascination with stereoscopic pictures pushed 
him to create the book. 

“I’ve been interested in stereoscope photo¬ 
graphy since I was about seven. This is a book 
I’ve always wanted to write,” he said. 

“There’s a quiet, contemplative atmosphere 
that pervades the book. It gives people a win¬ 
dow to look though to see tales from years ago. 
It shows a moment in time. The book is all 
about people of that time and their lives.”

The 63-year-old based his book on images of 
a forgotten Oxfordshire village, taken in the 
1850s by photographer TR Williams. 

May, who wrote such Queen hits as We Will 
Rock You and I Want It All, is now bringing 
what he describes as his “show” to Folkestone, 
to share the Victorian dreams seen in the 
pictures in his book. 

“What makes it different is the magic of 3D,” 
he said. “Everyone knows what 3D is and this 
is doing it the Victorian way. 

“It lets people step into Victorian dreams and 
actually feel something. There was no TV or 
cars - there was a different way of looking at 
life. It was a bit more contemplative. 

“I’ve done a lot of these events and this is a 
show, a production in 3D - we’re duplicating the 
book in the room. 

“It’s a very nice experience. You get a lot of 
wows with this book.” 

May said he expects stereoscope fans to come 
to his presentation but admitted he would get 
some people turning up expecting him to bring 
out his guitar.

“In Bang! there were three of us working on it 
and I was a bit like the translator for them to 
get the audience to understand,” said May. 

“In the case of TR Williams there is nobody 
that knows about the subject better than 
myself and Elena. 

“I was the best vehicle for his work to be 
shown to the world and it has been very worth¬ 
while for me.”

Royal Mail to keep 
name despite Gale 

ROYAL MAIL will keep its royal name 
after being sold by the state, despite con¬ 
cerns raised by an isle politician. 

Roger Gale, Thanet North MP, had 
questioned whether Royal Mail could 
keep its royal charter and name if the 
Government privatised the service. 

Mr Gale said: “It’s difficult to see how 
the royal connection can be maintained 
if the Royal Mail is sold to a Dutch, 
German or other non-UK buyer.” 

Responding on Monday, October 25, 
Ed Davey, postal minister, said: “The 
Government believes that Royal Mail 
should continue to retain its name and 
other royal associations as it will 
continue to be the provider of the postal 
service throughout the UK.” 

Vince Cable, secretary of state and 
business, highlighted the selling power 
of the royal brand when questioned in 
Parliament. 

Mr Cable said: ‘We certainly do not 
have any doctrinal or other objections to 
foreign ownership.”

Clive Hart, Cheerful Sparrows chair¬ 
man, said: “Our charity is longstanding 
and well-established and wherever possi¬ 
ble we would like to help people who are 
genuinely struggling.” 

The charity has contacted GPs and 
school welfare officers to offer its support. 


A PASSENGER group has warned 
MPs they could lose their seats at 
the next general election after the 
Government introduced a rise in 
the cap on rail-pricing. 

The Campaign For Better Transport commis¬ 
sioned a national poll which revealed 74 per 
cent of commuters were likely to switch their 
support away from parties that agreed to an 
increase within the current pricing formula. 

But despite the findings, Chancellor George 
Osborne announced in the spending review 
that the current cap of 1 per cent plus the 
Retail Price Increase (RPI) was increasing to 
3 per cent plus inflation. 

It means that most fares could be 37 per cent 
higher by the time of the next general election. 

In Kent, pricing regulations are different to 
the rest of the UK, as rail operator 
Southeastern already has the flexibility to 
increase fares by inflation plus 3 per cent. This 
is due to a four-year franchise agreement 
between the company and the Government. 

But with the Coalition choosing to change the 
national formula, the county’s passengers will 
now miss out on the long-awaited break from 
high increases that were due to come in once 
the agreement expired in 2012. 

By 2015, a season ticket from Gillingham to 
London, for example, could cost £5,236 - 
£1,428 more than at present.

Alexandra Woodsworth, public-transport pro¬ 
testor for the Campaign For Better Transport, 
said the poll showed commuters were not going 
to just accept excessive fare hikes. 

“Passengers have been promised ‘fair fares’ by 
the Government, and now many could be pay¬ 
ing hundreds if not thousands of pounds more 
for their season tickets in just a few years’ 
time,” she said. “We need to encourage more 
people to take the train, not price those who 
already do back into their cars.” 

Tory MPs in marginal seats - those who 
would be affected should the poll findings prove 
accurate - have been pushing for fair pricing. 

Rehman Chishti, Tory MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham, had a meeting with transport minis¬ 


ter Theresa Villiers to discuss his concerns 
about the RPI plus 3 per cent formula in the 
South East. 

He said: “I commute from Gillingham every 
day and know how strongly people feel about 
this issue. I have been actively campaigning to 
make sure passengers get a fair deal. 

“The managing director of Southeastern visit¬ 
ed Gillingham and Rainham railway stations 
with me to listen to passengers’ concerns, and I 
tabled a Parliamentary question asking the 
Government to consider average earnings 
growth when setting rail fares.” 

Two of Mr Chishti’s Tory colleagues, Roch¬ 
ester and Strood MP Mark Reckless and Chat¬ 
ham and Aylesford’s Tracey Crouch, have also 
been campaigning against the fare formula. 

Mr Reckless, who met Southeastern manag¬ 
ing director Charles Horton to discuss the 
situation, said the travelling public had suf¬ 
fered far too long with the “unfair” franchise 
agreement negotiated by the previous Labour 
government and Southeastern. 

He said: “I want Theresa Villiers to under¬ 
stand how unhappy many of my constituents 
are with Southeastern and the last government 
singling us out for bigger increases than any¬ 
where else in the country.” 

He vowed to make sure his constituents’ 
concerns were raised at the highest level and 
asked commuters to send comments to him at 
mark.reckless@yahoo.co.uk or through his 
website at www.markreckless.com.

those growth plans now

POSITIVE economic statistics on 
the back of the austere yet palatable 
agenda set by the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) have given confidence to Kent 
business leaders. 

Figures up to the end of September show two 
consecutive quarters of UK growth above what 
had been forecast, meaning that even if the UK 
economy now marks time to the end of 2010, it 
will still outpace forecasts. 

And High Street sales - a barometer of 
consumer confidence - have been higher for 
October than a year ago. But while this draws 
some of the sting of the CSR cuts, county busi¬ 
nesses now want to hear how the Government 
will stimulate further growth. 

Regional Institute of Directors’ (IoD) chair¬ 
man Chris Dodson said “clear and concise prac¬ 
tical proposals” were needed “to make it easier 
for firms to employ people, not make it harder”. 

The IoD’s regional director Rodger Broad 
also called on the Government to recognise the 
economic power and influence of the South East 
including Kent. 

He said: “It is imperative the countiy plays to

its strengths and, economically, that is the South 
East. While we are not calling on the Government 
to stop supporting businesses in the other 
regions, the South East is better placed to benefit 
quicker from the upturn. Positive discrimination 
in favour of other regions will hold back recovery.” 

Highlighting that only London and the South 
East are net contributors to the Government’s 
tax coffers, Mr Broad added: “Government 


spending cuts are only half of the solution, the 
other half is how to help businesses grow and 
create jobs which in turn will increase the tax 
take and reduce welfare expenditure.” 

And growth also headed Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce’s post-CSR agenda; 
director Paul Price said the review had under¬ 
lined the UK was a safe investment, but “we 
now wait to see a strategy for growth”. However, 
he was disappointed to see cuts in training. 

“If the private sector is to create the jobs to 
drive this recovery it is essential that govern¬ 
ment can deliver the basic skills employers need. 

“We are also disappointed the budget for 
export promotion has taken such a substantial 
hit when politicians say they want a rebalanced 
UK economy. British companies will be left in a 
weaker position compared to competitors from 
other trading nations,” he addded. 

On the other hand, the IoD remains uncon¬ 
cerned by fears in some quarters that making 
deep cuts to bring down the debt faster risked 
pitching the country into a a double-dip reces¬ 
sion as confidence ebbed away. 

Its own number-crunching turned up evidence 
from the 90s downturn that a tighter fiscal poli¬ 
cy could go hand in hand with economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, Peter Skinner - Labour’s MEP 
for the South East - said he recognised the need 
for cuts, but called the CSR “a huge gamble with 
growth and jobs in Kent”.

Airport's upgrading in 
operating status opens 
up 'new opportunities' 


LYDD Airport development plans 
are closer to take-off after an 
upgrade to the site’s operating 
status, writes Steve Loader. 

The airport is currently awaiting 
news of a public inquiry into a 
runway extension and new passen¬ 
ger facilities, but the new Categoiy 
Six rating is expected to boost its 
case - airports are rated globally on 
a scale of 1-10, with 17 of the 
world’s biggest being rated 10. 

The enhanced level of the 
Romney Marsh facility allows it to 
handle a larger class of commer¬ 
cial aircraft, such as the 
Bombardier Dash 8 Q400 and 
other regional airliners carrying 
up to 100 passengers. 

It can also accommodate larger 
and faster transatlantic-capable 
corporate jets such as the 
Gulfstream G550. 

Lydd Airport spokesman Jo 
Oliver said: “Having met strict cri¬ 
teria set down by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA), we now 
have the capability to deal with a 


much wider range and size of air¬ 
craft. This is fantastic news and 
will enable us to attract more 
business. 

“In fact, it’s already opening up 
new opportunities for the airport.” 

The airport satisfied rigorous 
CAA requirements to achieve its 
new category, culminating in its 
annual emergency exercise and 
including ‘Exercise Dash’ to 
test airport operations units’ abili¬ 
ty to work alongside external 
emergency services during a 
major incident. 

Lydd’s senior airport fire officer, 
Paul Fisher, said: “The ‘emergency’ 
scenario involved a Bombardier 
DHC-8-400 aircraft carrying 74 
passengers and four crew, which 
suffered a catastrophic engine 
failure just before take-off. 

“Airport staff, members of 
Friends of Lydd Airport Group 
and local lifeguards played the 
role of the passengers who were 
evacuated to a special ‘survivor 
reception’ area.”

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The Chilean landscape leaves 
you feeling on top of the world

WHILE images of Chilean 
miners returning from 
deep in the earth have been 
beamed around the world, 
today Fm as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to 
get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, I feel as if I’ve just climbed the 
highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding and my lungs scream for 
oxygen. 

On high-altitude-hiking in Chile, 
the oxygen-depleted atmosphere 
makes you feel you have the worst 
hangover ever, combined with a 
touch of flu. 

So why go through such an ordeal? 
All around me is the answer: breath¬ 
taking views of the Bolivian 
Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama saltflats. 

Toco, one of the highest peaks of 
northern Chile, is also one of the 
most accessible. You don’t need to be 
related to Sir Edmund Hillary to 
conquer it, just reasonably fit and 
prepared for a bit of discomfort. 

However, I have a confession to 
make. The hike up Toco was eased 
by the fact we were driven to 5,000 
metres before we began hiking. 

After a slow descent, and celebra¬ 
tory beer and sandwiches in the van, 
we returned to base camp - the 
sumptuous Tierra Atacama hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, a picturesque village in the 
high plains of northern Chile, the 
hotel calls itself “an adventure spa”. 

Here guests can combine the 
active enjoyment of the desert - 
without sacrificing pampering time. 

Built to blend with its surround¬ 
ings, the hotel is made of local mate¬

views. Every morning I opened my 
curtains to see two volcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and comes 
with a luxurious four-poster bed, 
sunbathing terrace and even an out¬ 
door shower. 

After you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national drink, 
a pisco sour, beside an open fire and 
plan the next day’s activities, or 
indulge yourself in a spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one of 
many options from the hotel. Other 
adventures include biking through 
Devil’s Canyon, visiting dramatic 
geysers and 900-year-old cacti, 
horse-riding, hiking through Death 
Valley and birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure I opted 
for a hike through Death Valley to 
see flamingos feeding at sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgian explorer after the planet 
Mars. But instead of calling it Valle 
de Martes, he incorrectly pronounced 


it Valle de la Muerte - meaning 
death - and the name stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as you 
walk through a moon-like valley 
with spectacular twisted rock forma¬ 
tions and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar de 
Atacama was also memorable. 

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the vil¬ 
lage of Toconao, famous for its fruit 
trees and historic bell tower, before 
heading to the saltflats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps that give them their 
colour. As the sun sets, the region is 
bathed in a fantastic purple light as 
birds gather in large numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running water 
intermingles with bird cries. 

Every so often a group of flamin¬ 
gos rises into the air to seek another 
place in which to feed, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surrounding 
volcanoes and the setting sun.

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AS the song Killer by Seal says, 'It’s 
loneliness that’s the killer’. 

If I were to know what one single reason is 
responsible for very small businesses giving 
up, I’d guess it was being on your own! It can 
be really demotivating, demoralising, and ulti¬ 
mately, the death of your business. 

‘A problem shared is a problem halved’, is 
what my dad used to say. And there is a psy¬ 
chological and scientific basis for this belief. 

Human beings are herding animals. We like 
and need to be in families, groups, teams and 
communities. 

Launching and running your own small 
business is often so far away from this natural, 
desired state that it causes major problems 
around things like self-esteem, confidence and 
the ability to keep-on, keeping-on. 

Never having worked for another living soul, 
I have frequently been in the undesirable 
place that is: ‘on your own, mate!’ So how do we 
deal with this? What can you do that will 
ensure your survival - emotionally that is? 

In the early days of any new business, it’s 
extremely unlikely that you will afford ‘other 
people’, and this will mean that going to work 
is a solitary experience: one that for many is a 
new feeling, and a new way of operating. 

Eventually, if one is successful and can afford 
to start employing other people, the loneliness 
can disappear, but is often replaced by that 
other OMG of business, ‘I’m not just responsi¬ 
ble for managing myself, but now I have to 
manage someone else as well!’ Paradoxically 
though, this can also lead to an even greater 
feeling of loneliness. 

Recently, a client of mine wanted help 
because although he has a team of staff that 


Beat the self-employed blues 


carry out the practical work his business provides, 
he is often overwhelmed with a feeling of ‘them’ 
and ‘me’. Merely the responsibility can make him 
feel he’s on his own. His staff is depending on him 
for eveiything. So what’s the solution? 

Well, I thought I’d give you a couple of ideas, but 
first, let’s look at the reason we don’t like to be on 
our own - at least not all the time. One of our fun¬ 
damental needs is connection with other people. 

We’re not talking about deep relationships, just 
those that make us feel better about ourselves. In 
business, we don’t need to be everyone’s best friend 
but we do need to have colleagues with whom we 
can share and discuss ideas and experiences or just 
people we can learn from or look up to. 

The important thing in all of this is ‘conversa¬ 
tion’. I use the word conversation because it has 
to be two-way. 

So, as a caveat to this approach, decide that in 
seeking out any new relationship, your intention 
will be to give and share your ideas, your time 
and yourself. If you look selfishly, then chances 
are you’ll lose more than you gain. 

Vital Friends 

In Tom Rath’s book, Vital Friends, he reminds 
us that in business historically ‘people develop¬ 
ment’ has been in two areas: personal, or develop¬ 
ing the individual; and developing the team or 
group or department. Vital Friends gives clear 
evidence of why developing one-to-one relation¬ 
ships - and viewing them as such - is so valuable, 
not just in terms of the ‘feel-good’ and job satisfac¬ 
tion factor, but in terms of bottom line profitabili¬ 
ty and low staff turnover. So, here are three of 
twelve) types of people that you could benefit 
from a relationship with if you suffer from The 
Loneliness of the Entrepreneur. 

1. People who are already successful in 
your sector. Yes, this can mean competitors. Seek 


out a relationship with someone you admire who is 
already successful. This can seem scary at first, hut 
what I’ve found over the years is that people love to 
he asked for advice. It’s flattering and if you can 
find a mentor who will share their ‘time’ with you, 
either on the phone or face to face, then you will 
never he lost for ideas or motivation. I have two 
mentors at the moment, both of whom I can freely 
email or phone whenever I want - fantastic! 

2. Connectors. If you go networking, you’ll 
know that there are those people who know every¬ 
one. Those are the people who we call connectors 
and you know what? They’ll connect you with other 
people if you ask and so build your anti-loneliness 
network. If you don’t currently go networking, then 
START TODAY. There is no other more profitable 
way of building the relationships that can and will 
(if done professionally) transform your fortunes. 

3. People who sing your praises. These may 
be clients who love what you do - or your mum! 
They’ll shout your name from the rooftops and 
talk about how brilliant it is to do business with 
you. I know that I have often ignored these fans’ 
as a great source of connection. Now that I regu¬ 
larly phone them and ask how they’re doing and 
what do they think I could do next with my busi¬ 
ness idea, I get so many ‘problems’ sorted for me. I 
no longer have to do all the work myself. 

This is just three of a list of twelve types of peo¬ 
ple to connect with. And if confidence is your issue 
because you don’t feel comfortable about making 
these kinds of friendships, then give me a call.

I’m afraid your rhetoric about ‘forensic, 
relentless focus on growth’, and your planned 
£81bn of relentless cuts, are distractions from 
our main challenge today: our broken finan¬ 
cial system. 

Well-targeted cuts in public spending are 
necessary but UK PLC will only prosper if we 
re-invent banking to serve customers and the 
wider economy ahead of bankers and their 
shareholders. 

Nouriel Roubini, who predicted the credit 
crash, has explained what all can see, the ‘ele¬ 
phant in the room’: Banks are deemed too big 
to fail and “it’s back to business as usual, lots 
of leverage, lots of risky investments and 
return to high profits based on subsidies by 
the government, bonuses, salaries - you name 
it. So we’re planting the seeds of the next 
financial asset bubble.” 

And the cost to Britain? Well, apart from 
the billions lost in industrial output, 
profits/taxes and jobs, a Bank of England offi¬ 
cial estimates the subsidy to British banks 
over the last three years at an annual aver¬ 


age £59bn (see Financial Times leading arti¬ 
cle 22/10/10). And the financial markets 
expect a further £50bn from ‘Quantitative 
Easing 5 early next year. This money will not 
aid the real economy, simply bankers will use 
it for proprietary speculation. 

No wonder you need to show our interna¬ 
tional creditors that we are cutting public 
spending so hard. If, compared with your 
£81bn savings, £50bn-£60bn gets squandered 
on QE every year, our creditors are rightly 
sceptical. It is time for constructive action, not 
rhetoric to hide the lack of an effective strate¬ 
gy to re-finance the economy. 

Business needs this re-financing. 
September’s Trends Report by the Bank of 
England shows net lending to businesses 
falling for the past two years. Some large 
companies may be coping, but the British 
Chambers of Commerce Quarterly Economic 
Survey for Q3 2010 reports a marked slow¬ 
down in the pace of growth. 

If private enterprise is to lead us through 
this recession, firms need adequate tools 
including access to sensible credit. Only then 
can they flourish to create jobs and economic 
growth.

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Nick Rowell runs his own company, The 
Portable Business School, and assists both Kent 
Invicta Chamber and the Federation of Small 
Businesses with regular Member Surveys in 
Kent. In this open letter he asks the Prime 
Minister to re-evaluate the business finance 
sector following the Spending Review 



The Federation of Small Businesses’ half- 
yearly survey for Kent shows that owner- 
managers tend to hang onto their staff, even 
when sales and confidence are down; whilst as 
sales pick up, confidence and hiring recover 
very slowly. So fostering small businesses 
maintains jobs. Moreover, this doesn’t stoke 
inflation: most businesses forego some profit¬ 
taking to build future growth. 

So, Britain must establish alternative insti¬ 
tutions to the banks. We must make it attrac¬ 
tive to invest in productive, real-economy UK 
businesses for those with spare cash. High- 
eamers will be looking to replace the pensions 
tax allowance to be slashed from April. Please 
consider extending tax relief to convertible 
loans, not just equity participation. 
Entrepreneurs don’t need co-founders, but co¬ 
funders. 

Enlist institutions with sufficient ‘reach’, as 
well as stable cash-flow. Include mutuals such 
as Building Societies and businesses whose 
principal activity is not finance (eg supermar¬ 
kets) that lend at realistic interest rates. 
Consider devoting one or more of our state-spon¬ 
sored banks to traditional banking services. 

This strategy lets big banks focus on their 


global investment business, generating tax 
for the Exchequer whilst paying themselves 
what they please. No need to demerge their 
investment and retail arms to undo “Big 
Bang”. We’d regain an effective supply side in 
commercial banking, without excluding big 
banks from competing or diminishing their 
scope to service the cash-rich. 

We all want stable growth to support 
healthy public finances. This requires a 
healthy stock of businesses able to invest in 
their productive capacity. But they can’t do it 
on the unrealistic credit terms set by big 
banks whose overriding cash worries and 
short-termist ambitions continue to hi-jack 
government policy. 

Please act to re-establish a diverse banking 
sector, where institutions unencumbered by 
the dodgy mortgage “albatross” can compete 
and prosper. 

All of us - not just the big banks - need 
access to realistic credit at affordable rates.

that year, to set up the first permanent English 
settlement there - in Jamestown. But the recent 
story began only last year, in March 2009.

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Grim tale of deadly bodysnatchers 
deserves to be dead and buried

THE murderous exploits of two 
Irish immigrants, who terrorised 
the streets of 1820s Edinburgh, 
provide the inspiration for John 
Landis’s ghoulish black comedy. 

Opening with a succinct disclaimer - “This is 
a true story... except for the parts that are not” 
- Burke & Hare wraps the grisly facts in a 
shroud of slapstick, sickly romance and 
anachronistic sight gags. 

When the titular body snatchers unearth 
their very first coffin, loyal skye terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby sits watching them atop his 
owner’s grave, more than 30 years before the 
real John Gray shuffled off his mortal coil in 
1858. 

Dr Lister, who was barely out of his mother’s 
womb when the real murders began, is a fig¬ 
ure of fun because of his halitosis, while 
Charles Darwin, who was at least in the 
Scottish capital at the time, warrants an aside. 

Screenwriters Piers Ashworth and Nick 
Moorcroft struggle to strike the right tone. 

The mix of black comedy and tragedy isn’t so 
much bad taste as completely tasteless. 

Irish scallywags William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare (Andy Serkis) return 
home to learn that one of their elderly lodgers 
has passed away. 

A conversation with grave robber Fergus 
(David Schofield) reveals that medical profes¬ 
sor Dr Knox (Tom Wilkinson) will pay three 
pounds for a fresh cadaver to use in his 
anatomical demonstrations. 

“I thought that life here was supposed to be 
cheap,” asks Hare. 

“It is, but the price rockets when you’re 
dead,” smirks Fergus. 

Demand far outstrips supply and soon 
Burke and Hare are helping the ageing and 
the infirm to meet their maker a tad earlier 
than expected. 

While Hare keeps his wife Lucky (Jessica 
Hynes) sweet with a cut of the profits, Burke 


invests his share in an all-female production of 
Hamlet, fronted by aspiring actress Ginny 
(Isla Fisher), and the increasingly prolific Dr 
Knox crosses scalpels with traditionalist rival 
Dr Monro (Tim Curry). 

Unfortunately Burke & Hare is as stiff and 
lifeless as the unfortunate souls that the 
eponymous duo deliver to the surgical slab. 

Pegg and Serkis share lukewarm screen 
chemistry and the script doesn’t provide them 
with any decent one-liners. 

Curry camps it up as best he can to offset the 
gloomy, grey production design, but a running 
gag about his foot obsession is lame. 


The screen is littered with pointless cameos, 
including Christopher Lee as an ill-fated 
lodger, Paul Whitehouse as a drunkard and 
Stephen Merchant as one of the King’s foot¬ 
men. 

So much talent going to waste. 

At the end of the film, cameras venture 
inside Edinburgh Anatomy Museum and 
linger on the skeleton of the real life William 
Burke, which is well preserved more than 180 
years after the murderer swung from the gal¬ 
lows. 

Landis’s film will be dead, buried and forgot¬ 
ten in a couple of months, if it’s lucky.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Rise in property prices 
damage chance of sale 

ASKING prices for UK property rose by 
three per cent during October, research 
shows. 

The average home for sale has seen an 
increase in price of just over £7,000, 
according to property website Rightmove. 

For the past three months the housing 
market suffered falling prices and the 
number of homes on the market is 
remaining close to an all-time high. 

The research indicates that sellers are 
refusing to adjust to these new market 
conditions. 

Rightmove explained that what it 
called “bullish pricing” is typical of the 
autumn property market and vendors 
often struggle to react to both new stock 
and market changes. 

The property portal also indicated that 
many sellers are likely to be disappoint¬ 
ed as evidence shows that high prices can 
damage chances of selling the property. 

Miles Shipside, director of Rightmove, 
said: “It is a sign that many sellers are 
not experiencing high levels of financial 
stress, but can’t afford to accept a lower 
price if they are to make their sums 
stack up for the next move.” 

Drop in number of high 
end homes on market 

THE value of the UK’s most expensive 
properties has fallen by 1.5 per cent 
over the past year, figures from 
Primelocation.com have revealed, despite a 
slight decrease in the availability of stock. 

Top value homes in Kent did not fare 
as badly as those in other parts of the 
UK, according to market analysts. 

London saw the biggest monthly falls 
in value for the highest-end stock, drop¬ 
ping by 2.4 per cent between August and 
September 2010, while prime properties 
in Wales fell by 5.8 per cent over the year. 

Primelocation.com believes the two 
main reasons for falling values are fewer 
wealthy individuals looking to buy 
property from abroad, as well as higher 
taxes prompting more of the UK’s rich to 
emigrate. 

■ SALES of properties worth £1 million 
and over have risen by 118 per cent in 
the past year, according to new figures 
from Halifax. 

Although sales over £1 m represent a tiny 
proportion of the UK property market as a 
whole, shares of all sales have risen from 
0.5 per cent in the first six months of 2009, 
to 0.9 per cent in the same period of 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The increase reflects 
the weakness in sterling and the relatively 
strong housing market in the south east.”

150,000 new homes as part 
of reforms to social housing 

THE Government has cut the 
social housing budget by more 
than 50 per cent, from £8.4 billion 
over the previous three-year period 
to £4.4 billion. 

However, it says that it will invest £4.5bn in 
150,000 new affordable homes over the spend¬ 
ing review period. 

It will also carry out a major reform of social 
housing in this country, said Chancellor 
George Osborne while outlining changes made 
in the 2010 Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Included in this reform will be a shift 
in responsibility to local councils and a 
scheme which allows social landlords to charge 
tenants a weekly rent between social and 
market rates. 

In addition, more than £2bn has been 
allocated to the Decent Homes programme,

which improves housing for vulnerable people. 

Other changes include a new cap on Local 
Housing Allowance to single claimants under 
35 who are living in the private rented sector. 

They will now be restricted to the rate for a 
single room in a shared house rather than in a 
one-bedroom property. 

Eric Pickles, communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary, said: “We have that seen that 
the old system of house building simply did 
not work. 

“We are making the money available and 
delivering the reform to build and upgrade 
thousands of affordable homes for people on 
lower incomes over the next four years.” 

These cuts are likely to attract controversy 
due to plans to subsidise budget cuts by forcing 
those on housing benefit to pay a higher rent.

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Blues boss set to move in the transfer market

MARGATE’S transfer business looks like 
continuing after manager Iain O’Connell 
hinted he may move players on to free up 
cash within his tight budget. 

The Blues looked short on ideas in 
Saturday’s FA Trophy defeat to AFC 
Hornchurch and with the extent of Shaun 
Welford’s tendon injury still unknown, 
O’Connell admitted his squad is not strong 
enough. 

Skipper Jay Saunders misses the next 
three games through suspension after 
being sent off at Billericay, leaving O’Connell 
short of options going into tough fixtures 


against Bury, Tonbridge and Sutton. 

He said: “Shaun is a massive miss, not 
just his goals, but his work rate, and we’re 
waiting to hear the outcome of his MRI scan 
to learn exactly what’s wrong. 

“It’s hard to bring people in because of the 
budget restraints so we’ve got to make do 
with what we’ve got. 

“There may be a bit of movement in the 
next week with players going out and 
coming in - the way things are, it has to be 


one out, one it. It was hard for Andy [White] 
on Saturday because the team played so 
badly and the service to the forwards was 
pretty shocking.” 

Having faced Bury during his time with 
Great Wakering, O’Connell knows another 
below-par performance will be punished 
by the newly-promoted Suffolk side. 

“They get a lot of players from Ipswich 
and Norwich and they’re always a good 
footballing side,” he said. 

“We’ve got to have the right attitude and 
make sure we’ve got enough quality in the 
side to win the game.” 



Taking to promotion 
like a fish to water 

LIFE in Division One East of the Arena 
National League has started well for 
Thanet Swim Club after a dominant 
display at the first gala of the season. 

Having gained promotion from 
Division Two West, Thanet faced largely 
an unknown challenge as they travelled 
to Horsham, but they need not have 
feared the opposition as they stormed to 
victory with 231 points. 

In total, Thanet will compete against 
17 other clubs over three galas in 
Division One, with the next action tak¬ 
ing place at Hastings on November 13. 

Alongside Epsom District and 
Chelmsford, Thanet lead the way with six 
league points on the board after picking 
up 17 individual wins and 42 top-three 
finishes from the 50 races at Horsham.

There was double joy for Phil Evans as 
he claimed two wins and two club records 
in the 100m backstroke and 100m but¬ 
terfly. Meanwhile, 11-year-old Jamie 
O’Connor set two personal-best times in 
the 50m breaststroke and 50m butterfly. 

Other Thanet winners were Megenta 
Balcombe, Maisie Cope, Lauren Joy, 
Dominic Mathews and Kyriacos Papa- 
Adams - another of the Kent squad. 

The strength of Thanet’s squad was 
highlighted in the relays, where they 
recorded 13 top-three finishes from the 
16 races. Host club Atlantis finished 
second at the competition, 33 points 
behind Thanet while East Grinstead, 
Black Lion, 1066 Swimmers and Redhill 
& Reigate completed the line-up. 

After the Hastings gala, the Division 
One East season will conclude on 
December 11.

MARGATE are out of the FA Trophy 
after a freak goal in injury-time 
handed AFC Hornchurch a dramat¬ 
ic victory at Hartsdown Park. 

The visitors controlled proceedings in the 
first-half, but Margate looked much brighter 
after the interval and the tie seemed destined 
for a replay until Elliot Styles grabbed a last- 
gasp winner. 

The Blues failed to deal with a Dave Collis 
free-kick and although Frankie Curley was 
unable to connect, the ball struck Styles on the 
side of the head and bobbled past Jamie Turner. 

Margate boss Iain O’Connell named the same 
side that drew at Concord in midweek, with 
Wayne Wilson missing through illness and 
Shaun Welford still sidelined by injury.

RAMSGATE head into the tough¬ 
est period of their season so far 
knowing they must cut out the 
mistakes which cost them dearly 
away to Whitehawk.
